wad literally smashed to pieces. 'A 
witness of the accident stated that 
the motorman was speeding <his car 
in etfder to^tfdh tike slub., .The pres- 
ident/ Governor Crane and Secretary 
Ooftelyou were (piled, up in a heap'.

They were sat once assisted 
by Secret Service, Agent Taylor and 
Postoffice Inspector Meyers, detailed 
on secret service duty, who were in 
the second •carriage. 


The president was helped to the 


the face, but soon recovered enough 
to ask for tho president. ' Governor 
Crane was badly bruised, and Repre- 
sentative Lawrence was the least hurt 
of any of the paa^y in the president's 
carriage. The driver of the carriage, 
B. J. Pratt, was very badly hurt. He 
fell witli Craig, but the reins swung 
him out of the path of the car. 


The president was calm and col- 


lected, and deplored the 
death of 


Craig. "He was the most faithful 
man I ever knew/* said he; '(my chii 
dren fairly worshipped him.'' 


When Crvug saw the impending 


danger arid that a collision could nut 
be averted he was heard to say "Ob, 
my God!" and then he was hurled 
through the air and fell under tlie 
car wheels, his head an'd body being 
mutilated almost 'beyond recognition.

THE NEWS ON WALL STREET.

The meeting1 in detail fir^t Qieaid 


the report of the committee on con- 
tracts and franchises to which the 
ordinance and contract had been ic- 
ferieci. 
Tliis committee had incor- 


porated several 
important amend- 


ments to Wlncih Manager Scott and 
Mr. Barrett, 'attorney for the street 
railway company, 2iad agieed. The 
report with these amendments in- 
corporated was favcn&le, and 
its 


passage -was recommended by the en- 
tiie committee cf five members, a 
follo-ws: Hosey, Miller, Scheicl, Geid- 
ng and Glenn. 
There was some discussion over the 


woiding1 of tli<* clause which gives 
the 'city council the right to -orflei 
an extension every six months, aiui 
to impose a fine of $500 for every 
order disregarded. 
The 'discussion, 


however* ^vas finally cut short by 
Mr. Miller's motion that the con- 
tract as read be adopted. The re- 
port was concurred in "by the follow- 
ng vote, which pioved to be the test 
vote:

WILL PKOCEED SLOWLY. 


Tfoe council next disposed of the 


report of the joint committee com- 
posed of the ^committee on judiciary 
and the committee on contracts and 
franchises which had "been directed 
to consider and report upon 
Mr. 


Bauer's anti-perpetual franchise res- 
olution* 
The joint committee 
re- 


ported that "it is not -opposed to the 
spirit of the ^resolution, l>ut,U does 
ai'ot cteem it.#dvi*&fcte * involve the 
dty^n'li sattyn -*-*"- 
'; " 


an action of that kind. 


*'The committees in order that they 


mig'ht be reasonably certain as to 
any recommendation that they might 
make in the matter, appointed a 
committee of three out of its number 
to act wiKh the city attorney, and 
they together to obtain the opinion 
of two attorneys in addition to that 
of the city attorney, in relation to 
the powers that the 
city 
council 


might have under the resolution. Or 
In other words, to determine the 
power of the city to act upon the 
subject matters of the resolution. It 
has diiectcd, however, that the cost 
of such additional legal employment 
be fust ascertained by the committee 
and the same reported to the couu 
cil at the next regular meeting."* ' 


The report was concurred in by the 


same vote as that upon the previous 
contract, Mr. Bauer, Mr. Bsker, 
Meier and Mr. Zurbuch voting nay. 
The lobby never said a word. 


Mr. Lennon, of the Third ward, 


presented a remonstrance signed by 
residents 'of Daw&oii street protesting 
against the laying of a track upon 
that sheet. The document was or 
dered placed on file. 


WOULD LEAVE IT TO VOTE. 
Mr. Bauer then sprung another les- 


olution, tehich s«t the lobby going 
again. It was a long recital of the re- 
fusal of the traction company to gi 
moie than six tickets for a quarter, 
while the Fcit Wayne and South- 
western offers to give seven for a 
quarter, and set forth that, whereas, 
only a few months will elapse until 
there is a city election, at which the 
people cm vcte upon the proposition* 
therefore, let it be 


"Besolved, That all matteis relat- 


ing to extension of street railway 
lines in said city and the construction 
of street railway lines and systems 
into the poition of said city not sup- 
plied with street railway iservice at 
the piesent time, be delayed and post- 
poned until after the next election for 
councOmen in said city, and that the 
residents of said city be given an op- 
poitunity in the selection of council- 
men to be elected in the various wards 
of said city, to express their prefer- 
ence and instinct such councilmen 
which proposition of s<ud <two com- 
panies they prefer and desiie accept- 
ed; and instruct them in regaTd to the 
granting of franchises for the exten- 
sion of street railways, systems and 
•ervice in s>aid city, and the terms 
upon which they shall be granted, so 
that the said common council may be 
able to act in accordance with the re- 
quests and demands of the residents 
and voters in reg-ard thereto." 


MK. HOSEY IN REPLY. 


Mr. Hosey took the floor to discuss 


the resolution, and denounced it 'as 
merely a scheme to delay action and 
compel the people anxious and of 
right entitled to street railway exten- 
sions to wait another year. 
Mr. 


Bauer made his last speech, declaring 
that Mi\ Hosey's address wa-s exact- 
ly as the traction company wanted it. 
The lobby applauded and the mayor 
callei it dowiu Remarks in favor of 
the contract were also made by Mr. 
Lennon, Mr. Miller and Mr. Scheid. 
The vote on the resolution showed 
13 nays and 4 ayes. The council now 
adjourned in order that the board of 
works might meet, accept the amend- 
ments and report at once for final 
action to the council. 


When the council reassembled the 


reports were made and the ordinance 
put upon its third and final reading1* 
This was a long process, but the pios- 
pect of an early completion of the 
work in hand reconciled the council 
and the friends of the 
franchise. 


When the vote was taken the mem- 
bers designated by Mr. Bauer as "the 
unlucky thirteen/7 voted "aye," and 
the four other members present voted 


:no." 
The ordinance was declared 


passed by the mayor, and the coun- 
cil then adjourned. 


The membeis who had opposed the 


ordinance were not in a 3iappy frame 
of mind, but after the matter was de^ 
terminei theie was no indication of 
haul feeling. 
The long contest was 


talked over in reminiscence, and even 
Mr. Bauert who liad led the opposi- 
tion, congratulated General Manager 
Scott, saying: 


'You won your fight, and I didn't.

from the center of the city the street 
bends and the car tracks run in a 
straight line out across it from one 
side to the other. As the president's 
carnage approached this crossing au 
electric car -was 'heard coming along 
at great speedy apparently trying to 
pass ahead of the procession.

paid to this warning, for the ships' 
came right along, heading in the di- 
rection of Fort Wright, it seemingly 
being the purpose to capture that 
strongly .fortified place, 'believed to 
be capable, with 'the 'aid of Torts 
Michie and Terry, of coping -with, the 
strongest fleet 'afloat. The ships kept 
pretty well out in passing Race Bock 
light, but made no 'attempt to enter 
into an engagement 
with either 


Michie or Terry, very lew guns be- 
ing fired from these forts during .the 
two .hours of fighting. It wan a de- 
termined attack on Port Wright, and . 
the firing from the guns and mortars 
of the fort was kept up Incessantly 
as the four ships formed in Hue of 
•battle and sailed slowly by the fort,, 
exchanging shot lor shot, as far as 
possible. 


Before 'attacking the fort, the ships 
ad« a detour and then swung well 


in towards Fisher's Island and com- 
menced the bombardment after two,' 
ships each had taken position at the 
Iron* and rear of Fort .Wright. Col- 
onel Davis, commanding the district, 
was at the signal station. The fir- 
ing was kept up for about half an 
hour, when the ships sailed well out 
towards the race again, the defend- 
ers believing -that the ships were to 
retreat in the dirction whence they, 
came.

significance this1 year. This holiday 
which has been dedicated to the dig- 
nity of toil fiuds a great body of 
working-men engaged in a gigantic 
struggle with a powerful and unfeel- 
ing antagonist. 
The strike of the 


anthracite coal miners is more than 


wage struggle. The existence of 


the mine workers' union is involved 
and the absolute ascendancy of the 
hard coal combine over its employes 
is at stake. 


But yet more than these two large 


issues are pivoted on the st&mly 
waged b&ttle. 
The past few days 


have brought forth phases of the 
struggle that command the interest 
of the entire country. The impudent 
claim of the hard coal trust that it is 
.ot accountable to the public for its 
acts and that tlie war in -the mine 
region will go on, while mediation 
will not be accepted nor interference 
be brooked, has rather startled the 
country. 


In other words, the great hard coal 


trust declares to the country that it 
is self-sufficient and in its own way 
supreme; that it may pay its miners 
what it likes, treat them 'how 
II 


chooses, ai-bitrarily fix the price oi 
coal at whatever figure of extortion 
suits its rapacity and bid the public 
go to. 


Labor, organized and unorganized, 


is powerful enough ,to deal wiuli the 
acute industrial situation, of -which 
the anthracite strike is one of the 
gravest phases. Some bulwark must 
be set up between the people and the 
trusts. The offenses of the hard coal 
trust invite and the sufferings of the 
public urge the inauguration of some 
measures to determine whether J. P. 
Morgan and his 
satellites 
are 


mightier than the people of the 
United States. Labor can exert the 
pressure that shall force the test. 
Let organised labor itake the in- 
itiative, for its machinery is facile 
and far-reaching. 
Let'the men in the 


ranks of all labor unite in the move- 
ment and let Labor day, 1902, he 
memorable as the date when Labor's 
mighty arm was raised to strike 
from the people the strangling clutch 
of the trusts. 


The coming election in Wisconsin 


is sure to see an innovation on the 
customs of the state, since women 
'ill have an opportunity ito Vote for 


the candidates for state superintend- 
ent of ipublic instruction and county 
superintendents of 
schools. 
The 


right of women to vote on .these can- 
didates was granted by statute sev- 
eral years ago.

NOT IDENTIFIED UNTIL TODAY 


WAS A SAWMILL WORKMAN 


WEST OP WALLEN.

Isaac Campbell, employed 
as 
a 


threshing machine Uand -by Alfred 
Keck, living 
three 
and 
one-half 


miles west of Wallen, was struck by 
an ea&tbound Hanna street < ar near 
tlie corner of Harrison street on Su- 
perior street about 7:30 last evening 
and sustained injuries from which he 
died about four hours later at Hope 
hospital. 


Campbell came in from 
Wlallen 


•with a farmer yesterday afternoon to 
take in tihe fall festival and spent 
the afternoon 
seeing 
the 
sights. 


After taking supper at 
a lodging 


Biouse Campbell started for the feed 
barn on Calhoun. street, where lie 
•was to -meet the farmer with whom 
lie came to tie city. 
He started to 


cross Superior street a little east of 
Harrison and evidently became con- 
fused and failed to get out of tihe 
•way of the car, which "was coming 
along- at considerable speed. He was 
struck by a corner of the endsill of 
the car and hurled 
a distance of 


twenty-five feet. 


HE WAS UNCONSCIOUS. 


Campbell was unconscious 
when 


picked up and was taken to Hope 
hospitad, Dr. Dinneu 
being 
sum- 


moned to attend 'him. The man sus- 
tained ft fracture of the skull on the 
left side near the temple, pnd he bled 
profusely from the ears and mouth. 
Everything possible was done for the 
injured man, without avail, and he 
passed away shortly after li o'olrck. 


The remains were removed to the 


Peltier 
undertaking establishment 


•where during the nlg'ht many people 
called, but were unable te identify 
the dead man. It was not until this 
morning that his identity botnnie 
known, when G. A. Reed, of South 
"Wliitley, wfoo.is in the city on busi- 
ness, called at the morgue and recog- 
nized the remains as those 'of Ills 
former brother-in-law. 


Campbell was about 53 years of 


age, and was twice married. His first 
•wife, a sister of •Mr. Reed, died some 
years 'ago.

COIMEBIES. 


GUARDS AND STRIKERS FIGHT 


FIB.E UPON EACH OTHER IN 


WEST VIRGINIA. 


ATTACK 
NON-UNION 
MINERS 


SEVERAL WORKMEN WOUNDED 


BY ASSAHANTS. 


Brniu-well, W. Vfl., Sepv. 2.—Tlie 


great mines of the Pocahontfls Col- 
lieries company are on fire. This 
morning strikers npplied the torch 
to various portions of the mine near 
the west entrance, -which is on the 
Virginia side and the mine is sup- 
posed to ue burning- furiously. 


The guards and strikers fired vol- 


ley after volley at each other, but at 
this hour ^it is not known whether 
•anyone was killed. The governor of 
Virginia was appealed to to send 
troops to Pocahontns at once. 


At 2 o'clock this afternoon officials 


of the Pocahontas cojrupany claim 
that the fire in their leading1 mine is 
practically under control and they 
apprehend but little more damage. 
Three strikers are reported injured, 
the result of .the conflict with guards 
soon after the fire was discovered. 
The mine in which the fire is in pro- 
gress is known as the Baby mine and 
is the same one in which twenty 
miners and a number of officials lost 
their lives several months ago, and 
the same where 200 miners lest their 
lives a. dozen years ago. It is the 
Ip.rgest on the liue of the Norfolk and 
"Western railroad and has four main 
entrances. Every entrance is now be- 
ing heavily guarded. Mine officials 
expect the governors of both Virginia 
and West Virginia to comply with 
their request lor troops.

FAMOUS JURIST OF WAR DAYS 


JUDGE SAJITJEL TREAT, OF ST. 


LOUIS, IS DEAD. 


•Rendered Many Decisions of Import- 


ance in Cases Arising Out of 


the Civil War. 


Rochester, N". Y., Sept. 2.—Judge 


Samuel Treat, of St. Louis, Mo., one 
of the most distinguished jurists in 
the west and the oldest Harvard 
graduate whose home was west of 
the Mississippi, died yesterday in 
this city. He had been thirty years 
United States judge for the eastem 
district of Missouri ajid for fifteen 
years had besoi in retirement, having- 
resigned his office in 1387. 


Judge Treat will be remembered 


chiefly for the value of his decisions 
-on important points in which there 


•as no precedent. In all the diffi- 


culties attendant upon the civil war 
he was pre-eminent, and. in many 
matters which involved international 
law his decisions stand as models of 
judicial insig-ht, while he was also an 
authority 
on maritime 
insurance, 


having1 delved deep into its difficul- 
ties at the time when the commerce 
of St. Louis was .almost entirely done 
by water. 
f 


LEFT HARVABD IN 1837. 


Samuel Treat was room in Ports- 


mouth, W. H., Dec. 17, 1815. His 
preparatory education was obtained 
at a public high school in his native 
town. At the age of 16 he complerted 
Iiis education at that school, and for 
one year thereafter he was employed 
as assistant teacher in ;the same 
school. 


In 1833 he entered Harvard uni- 


versity and graduated, in 1837. He 
was the first example in New Eng- 
land of a student who entered Har- 
vard university directly f vom a pub- 
lic school without having passed 
tihroiigh. an intermediate training 
school. 


Among 
hia 
schoolmates were 


United States Senator E. B. HOOT, 
James 
Russell 
Lowell, 
William 


Wetmore Storey, the sculptor; Ed- 
ward Eved-fttt Kale and Samuel Long- 
fellow, the poet's brother. 


In 1838 he commenced ;tih.e study of 


law in the offices of Jeremiah Jlason 
and Charles B. G-oodrLch, the former 
the contemporary of Parsons, Story 
& Webster. During the time of pur-, 
suing his legal studies Mi-. Treat was 
elected to take charge of .the Temple 
Hill academy, in Geneseo, N. Y., and 
while there he continued his legal 
studies under Governor John Young. 
In November, 1840, he resigned his 
position as principal of the academy 
that he mlg^ht devote more time to his 
legal studies. He resided in Geneseo 
three years, and while there was mar- 
ried. 


He went to St. Louis in 1841 and 


was admitted to the (bar by Judge 
Mullanphy. 
He 
devoted 
several 


years thereafter to newspapea- work. 
In 1848 'he gave up his editorial 
duties and spent 'the winter in Cuba 
on account of his health. 


FIRST APPOINTED. JUDGE. 


On his return to St. Louis he aban- 


doned journalism 'and was appointed 
by Governor King in August, 1849, 
judge of the court of common pleas 
in .St. Louis. By an act of itfhe general 
aaaembly 
of 
Missouri, approved 


March, 1851, the ofike of the judge 
of the St. Louis court of common 
pleas was vacated 'and provision was 
made far the election 'by -the people 
of St. Louis county of a judge of that 
court. Judge Treat became a candi- 
date for the office. He was elected 
by the people iu August, 1S51, and 
continued in office until 1857. 


It was on March 3, 1857, that he 


was appointed United States judge 
for the eastern district of Missouri, 
which office he resigned to take effect 
on March 5, 1887. He was then 71 
years old. 


Judge Treat had been sixty years 


in St. Louis. 
The contemporaries of 


his youth and middle life were gone 
and he had no .part in public affairs 
in many years. From one of the best 
known and most frequently seen pub- 
lic men of St. Louis he had within 
a few years become one of the least 
heard of and least seen, not even his 
intimate acquaintances having seen 
him more than a half dozen times 
within the last half dozen years.

SOLVE PROBLEM. 


Fitchburg, Mftss., Sept. 2.—The 


first important step of 
President 


Roosevelt after .he Ji-ad resumed his 
travels tlirongli Irlnssarfiusetts to- 
day was at this city, where he found 
the people keeping a general 'holi- 
day. A stop of an -hour -was made 
here and 'the -president delivered an 
address, thousands of people being 
assembled to hear him. The presi- 
dent had a restful night at North- 
field. He took Iris train promptly at 
8:20. 
The first speech of the day 


•was at Miller's Falls, -where n. large 
crowd had gathered. 
The president 


expressed pleasure Jit meeting- there 
members of the Second Massachu- 
setts regiment, 
•which had served 


-with him in Cuba. 
At Athol and 


Gardner speeches also •were made. At 
the latter place fully ten thousand 
people greeted him. Harvard flags 
were everywhere iu evidence and as 
the president ascended the platform, 
a number of college "boys gave 
th-3 


college cheer. At all of the places 
where stops were made, the president 
spoke upon the necessity for good 
citizenship in order to be su'^cessful 
in life. 


President Roosevelt in his address 


at Fitchburg devoted himself almost 
exclusively to the trusts, which he 
intended as an answer to his cratics 
He said in part: 


"If some of those -who have seen 


cause for wonder an what I liave said 
this fall on the subject of the great 
corporations, which are popularly, al- 
though with technical inaccuracy, 
known as trusts, would -take 
the 


trouble to read my messages -when 
I was governor, what I said on the 
stump two years 'a.go and what 'I put 
into my first message to congress, I 
think- they would have been less as- 
tonished. 
I said -nothing- on the 


stump that I did not think I icould 
make good, 'and I shall not "hesitate, 
now to take -the position -which 
I 


then advocated. 
I am. even more 


anxious that you who hear what I 
say should 
think of it -than you 


should applaud it. I -am not -going- 
to 'try to define with technical ac- 
curacy what ought to he meant when 
we speak of a trust. But if by trust 
we mean merely a big corporation. 
then I ask you to ponder the -utter 
folly of the man who either in a 
spirit of rancor or in a spirit of folly 
says 'Destroy the trusts,' without 
giving you ian idea of what 'he means 
really to do. I will go with him if 
hs says destroy the evil in the trusts, 
gladly. 
(Applause.) - 


"I will try to find1 out that evil. 


I will seek to apply remedies, which 
I have already 
outlined in, other 


speeches. 
But if his policy, from 


whatever • motive, whether 
(hatred, 


fear, panic or just sheer ignorance, 
is to destroy --tile trusts in a -way that 
will destroy -all our prosperity, no. 
Those men who -advocate wild -and 
foolish remedies 
which would be 


worse than the disease, are doing all 
in their power to perpetuate the evils 
against whi:h they nominally -war, 
because if we -are brought face to 
fnce with the naked issue of either 
keeping or totally destroying a. pros- 
perity, in which the majority shore. 
but in which some share improperly. 
•why, 
as 
sensible 
men 
we 


must decide that it is <a great dfenl 
better that some people should pros- 
per too much than no one should 
prosper enough. 
So that the man 


who advocates destroying1 the trusts 
by measures which would paralyze 
the industries of the country, is at 
best a quack and at worse an enemy 
to the republic." 


"There was no trouble arjout any- 


body making too much money 13ien. 
The trusts were down, but 'the 
trouble -was that we were all of us 
down. Nothing but harm to the 
whole body -politic can come from 
ignorant agitation, carried on par- 
tially -against real evils, partially 
against imaginary evils, but in 
a 


spirit which 
would substitute ^for 


the real evils, evils just as real -and 
infinitely greater. 
Those men, 
if 


they should succeed, could do noth- 
ing to bring about, -a solution of the 
great problems with, which we are 
confronted. 
I 'think -we can gat 


laws which will measurably increase 
the power of the federal government 
over corporations; but, gentlemen, 1 
believe firmly that in the end there 
will have to be an amendment to -the 
constitution of the nation conferring 
additional power upon the federal 
government to deal with corpora- 
tions. To get that will be a matter 
of difficulty and a matter of time. 


"I want you to think of what I 


have said because it represents all 
of the sincerity and earnestness that 
T have, and, I say to you here from 


this platform nothing 'that I have not 
already stated and nothing that I 
would not say at a private table with 
any of the biggest corporation iian- 
agera of the land." 


WASHING OF BUTTER. 


£ Delicnte D«Irr Operation Whick 


Calls for the Exercise of In- 


dividual Judgment. 


Not many years aijo it was generally 


supposed by dairymen that to inako 
fine butter they must allow but little, 
if any, water to come in. contact with 
it, but Ein«e that time we have learned 
to wash it in on<i or more waters, to 
remove the buttermilk. The quest ion 
now is, how much wash-ing' should be 
iloue. There is a great difference of 
opinion on this matter. Some claim 
that it should be thoroughly washed, 
while others say that in doing this the 
flavor is injured. The latter, 11.0 doubt, 
is correct, while the first, may he in a 
measure. To what extent butter 
should be washed, I believe, depends 
on what way it is to be handled in the. 
market, whether consumed at once or 
to be hold in sUn-age. The udvoeate of 
Ihoronjfh washing- claims that in no 
olher way can butter be made to keep. 


1't is my opinion that butter which 


is thoroughly washed will Itccp better 
ihau if only lightly washed, but-1 be- 
lieve that either extreme should be 
avoided. To wash butier until ih« 
water runs off clear, will i-ive- us an 
article that will not decay or turn 
strong- as soon (is that not washed s-n 
much. But, by tasting- of the wash 
water as it comes from the churn, it 
will be found to contain :i si rony navof 
of the butter, so it is plain lu bo siM'ii, 
iliat by thorough washing-we lose 
con- 


siderable flavor. Then, again, while 
the flavor is enhanced by noi misl-ing 
so much, the buttermilk left in will 
tend, to putrefaction, for, as wp all 
know very well, buttermilk .spoils 
quickly and becomes ill Kinclliiig. Then 
if ire undertake to remove all ihe 
but- 


termilk by working-, we are apt 
to 


work the butU-.r too much, thereby 
breaking' the grain and making- it 
salry. 


My plan of working- the butter is tn 


use two or three waters, depending 
upon quantity of water, temperature 
of butler and the market. Jf a nice 
flavored cream and butter, wash it 
very little for a high, quick flavor, 
especially if to be 
consumed soon. 


AVheu the flavor is poor I would wash-, 
MV in three waters, and whether (lie 
flavor is good or bad, I would use a lil- 
tle salt in each •washing-, aud only al- 
low the water to remain on the but- 
ter just long- enoug-h to g-ive the churn 
a few revolutions. Tf tlie butter is 
niiitu .soft when it conies, it may be 
necessary to leave the water on a lit- 
tle time, to harden it. In summer sea- 
son T prefer to churn at- a tempera- 
ture close down to 50 degrees—sav 
about f>2 degrees—and then if othcr 
things are favorable Ilie butter will 
bo. in good condition f o wash at once, 
with water at about the same temper- 
ature as the, buttermilk drawn off. 
There can be no set rules for washing 
butter, any more tlinn in ripening the 
{•roam or working- the but tor. Tu Uiis 
work wp have to rely onourjudg-irsat, 
•—Ohio Farmer.

humorists of 110 mean cnliber. 
At 


any rate, Dr. Flinders Petrie, the 
eminent archaeologist, has come for- 
ward with a little story which can 
not but have this effect. 


Dr. Petrie announces that he has 


deciphered the cuneiform inscription 
on a -tablet which he excavated in 
the plains of Assyria, and believes 
that it is a copy of a prehistoric comic 
paper. 
Among1 other items it con- 


tains the following' merry jest, in 
which the ancknt prototype of the 
present-day "oldest inhabitant" is 
plaintly 
outlined.

translation, reads: 


Now,

Tact or agreement could he enforced 
upon them, -while the operators, on 
the other hand, could be held liable. 


'Incorporation of 'all labor unions 


is the primary Step toward the pas- 
sage of an arbitration law. The un- 
ons must be responsible for the car- 
rying out of an agreement, and until 
hey are there is little hope for com- 
mlsory arbitration of la-bor trou- 
bles."

The first 
step is taken when we cast all our care 
upon Him who ear*th for us. Not like 
the poor weury woman (lid who carried 
her burdens into the presence of the 
Lord and after sorrowing over them 
there in agonizing prayer she gath- 
ered them nil up again and went forth 
more heavily burdened than ever. 
That is not the way God wants you to 
do. That is not casting all your cure 
upon Htm. Do as the dear brother 1 
knew did. He took his crushing bur- 
den to the Lord and, as he laid ii at the 
Master's feet, he began to count over 
his blessings and burst into singing 
over the gift of a Saviour who had 
cleansed him from all sin. And when 
lie went out from the presence of the 
Lord he forgot all about his btirdcD 
aud left it behind, while thu dove of 
God's peace sang i\ new song in his 
heart such as it had not known for 
many a day. 


Freedom from care and worry, be- 


cause we cast it ali upon the -Lord, 
Think of it! 
\Vliy it is said that care j 


aud worry lull more people in the i 
world to-day than disease or ruhim- f 
ity. Vfa liiid it written upon the brow 
of the multitudes of people we meet 
dally. The father currying burdens 
in his business that are fast tinging his 
hair with gray, and shortening his 
days upon earth; the mother bravely 
struggling under the cares and re- 
sponsibilities of the home, and day by 
day feeling her failing strength un- 
equal to the increasing demands upon 
it; the conscientious pastor, the faith- 
ful Sunday school-teacher, the conse- 
crated missionary, the earnest Chris- 
tian worker in whatever field his ef- 
forts may be centered, find the dis- 
couragements of their work pressing 
heavily upon them und care and worry 
setting its mark upon their faces and 
weakening the. power of their service. 
I read not long ago of a, dear servant 
of the Lord working in the dark places 
of one of our large cities upon whom 
the depressions of her work rested so 
heavily that the resultant care and 
worry unbalanced her mind and she 
took her own life. Oh, if the joy and 
gladness of the message of our text 
had gotten hold upon her heart she 
would have ceased to carry burdens 
which Christ alone can bear, and the

The Christian who lives within the

If you 
feel that you are withholding from 
your dearest friend a thought or ex- 
perience or plan which should be 
shared with him you are ill at ease, 
and

presence. 


Your peace of mind is destroyed, 
So in larger degree is it with your 
relations with your Heavenly Father. 
He is interested in every detail of 
your life. You must "in everything 
by prayer and supplication with 
thanksgiving, make your requests 
known unto Him," if you would be 
the recipient of the peace of God 
which passeth understanding. 


It clarifies* the vision to talk a plan 


or experience or thought over in 
audible words. You cannot success- 
fully and fully think a prayer 
to 


God. It must be spoken in audible 
words within the shut closet if it is 
real prayer, real communion. Jlany 
a pet plan and scheme which we have 
thought of in our minds will appear 
silly and ridiculous as we undertake 
to explain it in audible words to the 
Lord. 
Many a burden we suppose 


we are carrying will vanish like the 
mist of the morning- before the ad- 
vancing- sun as we undertake to tell 
the Lord in spoken words about it. 
Many a proud boast and conceited 
notion in regard to our ability and 
achievements will fall like empty 
cockle shells when we endeavor i-o 
speak of them in tlie ear of 
the 


Lord. But we need to tell the Lord 


these things if we would have 


His peace abiding within. 


And the oil of gladness must an- 


noint every prayer. Not. because of 


,-hat we are, but because of 
the 


Lord "Who loved us and gave Him- 
.-, .f for us." 
Our text tells us not 


only to ''in everything by prayer and 
supplication 
make your 
requests 


known unto God." but- declares 
it 


must be "with thanksgiving." This 
element in our communion with God 
is too often lacking, and as a result 
our worship and service is robbed of 
its life and strength. 
AVe go into 


the presence of the Lord with our 
gloom and our burdens and, after wo 
have rolled them over in His pres- 
ence and talked about them, 
and 


measured and remeasured them and 
weighed and roweighed 
them,

leave our closets w.ith deeper gloom 
and heavier burdens than ever be- 
fore.

Because the es- 


sential element of. praise and thanks-

and communion. There is victory in 
the shout of praise, in the song of 
thanksgiving. It was the glad shout 
of confidence in God which crumbled 
the walls of .Tericho. It is the spir- 
ited inu.sic of rejoicing- which revives 
the flagging1 courage and spirit of the 
wavering army and spurs it on to 
glorious victory. We. need more of 
praise and thanksgiving.

half hour with David each morning 


the Ksalms, and the sun will rise 


ith new power antl beauty, aud the 


lowering- bank of fog of doubt and 
discouragement will vanish away. 


The letter in which our text 
is 


found Wfls written by Paul to the 
I'hilippians while he lay a close pris- 
oner nt. Home, and was face to face 
with death. Tt was perhaps one of 
the darkest periods of Paul's life, 
and ye.t, see the message of rejoicing 
which he sends to the beloved church 
at Philippi. The sound of 
praise 


and thanksgiving burst from

A great mitrine aquarium is to be 
uilt on tihe grounds of the TJniver- 
ity of Ghicaigo. 
The chief motive 


or undertaldng- 
tlliis work >at the 


resent moment is found in the fear 
hat Dr. Jacques Loeb, the eminent 
xperimental physiologist of Iflie Chi- 
ago university, 'would accept the 
nvitaticm of a deansSiip extended 
im by the University of California. 
Chicag-o wants to keep Professor 
oeb an'd will -accordingly provide 
im with all kinds of sea animals 
o study in developing his theories 
oncerning1 the origin of life. 
Thia breeding- place for sea fauna 


vill be built in the Hull biological 
^roup on .the university "campus at 


cost of $10,000. The building- and 


he big- tanks and glass cases for the 
ea urchins, jelly fish and otiier 
auna probably will be the smallest 
part of 'the cost of the aquarium. It 
would cost at least $1,500 a year 
o maintain the aquarium, for which 
n endowment of $38,500 will be 
needed. This will make the total 
ost nearly $50,000. 
Just where to get the money to put 
nto this novel college building1 is a 
natter that is puzzling the univer-- 
ity authorities. The trustees have 
housands of dollars in their hands 
for building purposes. This money 
has come largely 
from 
John 
D. 


Rockefeller, 'but he has not iauthor- 
zed the university to breed jelly 
ish and sea urchins by means of 
lis money. He -authorized them to 
use the m'oney in constructing- class- 
rooms, libraries, -pedagogical schools 
and other college buildings, and the 
university is in 'a quandary whether 
to take the money from the fund as 
a loan and ask Mr. Rockefeller's con- 
sent later, or wait until he can be 
consulted about the matter. 


All species of sea animals are to 


be kept in this aquarium. Especial 
attention will be given to raising 
fauna, the lowest form of animal 
life, which resemble plants. 
The 


aquarium will be the supply station 
to Professor Loeb's great laboratory 
He is now performing a series of ex 
periments to learn the origin of life

Ihis church, "The Baptist temple" 
of Philadelphia, is unique in other 
ways besides targe membership. 


It was in 1879 that the little Bap-

his duty to t&ll the grateful Baptists 
tliat he would preach for them unli 
the new church was completed, when 
they could get a palstor. The firs 
Sunday twenty-seven persons iheard 
the sermon. The next Sunday th 
old church was filled; the .third hun 
dreds endeavored in vain to gain ad 
mission. 
Every Sunday thereafte 


there were disappointed hundreds 
acorefl of whom (had traveled mile4 


to hear tlie lawyer-preacher; for hi) 


fame had spread. 


Gradually the idea began to dawn 


upon the lawyer that he ought to give 
up law and preach tbe gospel for thi 
rest of his life. And so he told th« 
increasing congregation he had beeu 
leading temporarily, and for thre< 
years he labored in Lexington, aftei 


he has built up tlie Baptist t«mple 
the largest 
Protestant church in 


America. 


The temple's present memberfihi] 


is 2,728 and its congregation twice 
eac i Sunday in the yeax— -excepting 
in the summer months— average ovei 
5,000, with many clamoring in vain 
for entrance. 


Its Sunday school has> a member 


ship of nearly 2,000, its fourteen 
Christian Endeavor societies have 3(- 
000 names on their rolls, and the ag- 
^re'gnte membership of the dozen 
other minor societies is close on 600 
It has 1,000 members actively inter- 
ested in missionary work, it supports 
a half dozen foreign missionaries 
and it has given naif a hundred min- 
isters to the Baptist church. 


It supports three city missions, lo- 


cated in the slums, besides a Chinese 
mission, and it has been the parenl 
of three prosperous Baptist churchea 
which were once temple missions — 
:he Tiago church, with a membership 
of 1,000; the Philmont, with a mem- 
bership of 600, and .the Logan, which 
IRS about 400 communicants. 


The temple has a chorus of J300 


voices for ten months in the year. H 
jives an annual fair, preparations 
:OT which are begun months in ad- 
vance, and which is. attended by «t 


On an average twenty-five religi- 


ous meetings of various kinds are 
held in the temple weekly. Thia does 
*iot include meetings of trustees anc 
msinass meetings of the various so- 
cieties. "There's something going 
on in the temple all the 'time." It ia 
a church that is never closed. 
It 


contains reading 'and lounging rooms 
which are open -to any one, whethei 
a member or not, and 
on winter 


evenings hundreds of persons may 
sometimes be found enjoying them- 
selves socially. 


Then there is the temple college, n 


unique church annex, which temple 
church money has largely supported. 
Since its inception . in 1884 the col- 


total for 1901 being 4,238, while dur- 
ing the same year over 5,000 iattend- 


cers and instructors and -thirty-nine 
courses of study3 many of which, are 
on a par with similar courses in the 
noted universities of the land.

Arrived in Philadelphia, he found 


the real membership of the Grace 
Baptist church to be ninety-seven. 
The first year sweaty-seven new 
members, were received, the third 
yew the membership was increased 
by 377; then for five years and three 
months every Sunday seven persons, 
no more, no less, were baptized into 
the church. 


The Samaritan hospital started 


with seven persons—five patients, 
one doctor and one nurse. 


Seven persons laid the foundation 


for temple college. They were young 
men who came to Dr. Conwell and 
asked him to. teach them theology 
in .the evening^. He did so in the 
church's tasem&iit. 


Of the $760,000 -winch Dr. Con- 


well h>as raised for the support of his 
various institutiona, only $17 has 
ever been received, from another 
church. 


Instances are 
beyond naming 


where the favorite numeral of the 
Bible 'appears in the history of the 
temple. .

A prominent wine merchant in New 
York declares that .we make from 
50,000,000 to 80,000,000 gallons of 
American wine yearly and do not im- 
port more than 10fOOO,000. 
These 


figures tell whether the wine drunk 
by our people is foreign t>x Ameri- 
can. 


."By far 
the largest part of tha 


American .wine, however," he added, 
"is not sold as American, but as for- 
eign. 
Only a few days ago I vis- 


ited the cellar of a wine-merchant in 
this city. It contained many thou- 
sand gallons of American wine, tha 
casks being-marked as prominent 
foreign brands. 
."Some hotel men go there and or- 
der these brands .bottles and labelled 
as foreign, wine, and I eaw in that 
cellar man? thousands of labels 
ready for use ia this way. 
These 


parties take good «are not to imitate 
a trademark, but they will igiv« the 
wine the 'foreign name and sell it as 
foreign to their guerts. 


"It is strictly a wnfldential busi- 


ness between the wine merchant and 
t]ie hotel keeper, Tht American <wine 
is bottled'in' the cellar, marked with i 
the foreign^ label and. th«a Wat to I

Washington, -Aug. 29.—Colombia 


will formally demand of Nicaragua 
an explanation in regard to the lat- 
ter country's allege .participation in 
the revolution against the Colombian 
government, and 
back up her de- 


mand with the most formidable laud 
and naval force she can muster, as 
soon as the present rebel activity on 
the isthmus -has been crushed. In- 
formation to this effect was received 
from 
an authoritative 
source 
in 


Washington today. 


The foregoing1 intelligence causes 


considerable surprise in diplomatic 
circles, for 'but a few weeks ago it 
was announced that Mr. Concha, the 
Colombian minister, and Mr. Corea, 
the Nicaraguan mimi'Ster, 'had estab- 
lished an entente cordiale between 
their respective- governments; that 
Bygones were to be regarded as by- 
gones, and that the time was ripe for 
a" satisfactory undarstandiug by the 
two governments. It is now learned 
that the initial move toward- 13ie es- 
tablishment of an amicable under- 
standing between Nicaragua and Co- 
lombia was made by Mr. Corea, who 
also proposed to Mr. Concha -an ad- 
justment of the difficulties 
whi^h 


have'so long been pending over Co- 
lombia's claim to the ownership of a 
strip of what as claimed uy Nicara- 
gua to be part of her coast line. M'in- 
ister Concha declined to accede to the 
latter proposal, declaring that a 
claim which Colombia liad brought 
forward for so many years could not 
toe adjusted, or in fact brought to 
any material degree to-ward adjust- 
ment by the methods suggested by 
the Niearaguan minister. However. 
Mr. Concha was entirely willing to 
join Mr- Corea in the establishment 
of an entente cordiale.

FIGHTING IN VENEZUELA. 


Kingston, Jamaica, Aug. 29.—The 


German steamer Polaria, -whidh -ar- 
rived here today from Venezuelan 
ports, reports that Friday last, Au- 
gust 22, while at Carupan-o, Venezu- 
ela, 700 .rebels attacked that place 
stu'bboruly and got inside ths town, 
where they were met by a thousand 
government troops under General 
Velutini. 
Severe fighting, lasting 


the whole day, followed 'and ended in 
the disorderly retreat of the rebels, 
several of the latter -being killed or 
wounded. Bullets repeatedly struck 
the steamer 'and -the lives of her crew 
being in danger, Captain Hoff, her 
commander, communicated -with Gen- 
eral Velutini and •asked for protec- 
tion. The general replied that the 
Polarla must clear out -as she had no 
right to be there. Her captain re- 
fused to leave the port and tele 
graphed to the German cruiser Gaz- 
elle, Captain Graforcola, at La Guy- 
era, asking for immediate protec- 
tion. The Gazelle arrived at Caru- 
pano Sunday morning and protected 
the Polaria while the latter proceeded 
to take in cargo.

completed on Monday night and the 
Polaria sailed under the protection 
of the German cruiser, which alsa 
left Carupano.
